season. 

Generally the season has not 
been as severe as last year, yéet 


there have been several hail threats. 


The 1958 hail suppression op- 
eration started here on June 20th, 
over a portion of the M.D.'s of 
Kneehill and Rockyview, and the 
city of Calgary. A total of 138 
ground based generators have been 
set up to protect the project area. 
Besides the ground equipment the 
company is using two. aircraft, 
equipped with output generators. 
These aircraft are a Cessna 180 
and a Luscombe 8 E. The pilots 


have many thousands of hours of 
flying experience. 
To date, a total of 2218 hours 


have been operated and 
craft have operated on 
ent days during the 
period, 

There has been damaging hail in 
the area on three different occa- 
sions. These locations are: north 
east corner of Kneehill M.D., west 
of Airdrie and north and west of 
Sunnyslope. While the size and 
amounts of hail in each storm was 
rather small, each storm was ac- 
companied by extremely high winds 
and as a result more damage oc- 
curred than might have been 
pected. The acreage so damaged 
is a very small percentage of the 
total, ‘Both Kneehill storms did 
considerably more damage outside 
the area than inside), 

There have been reports of some 
severe hail damage in the province: 
Bentley, Lacombe and Edmonton, 
to the north; the Crows Nest area 
to the south, and the foothills area 
west of the M.D. of Rockyview.

Dear Homemakers: 

The latest addition to the large 
family of new fabrics are the wash 
and wear materials:- 

The 10 Commandments For The 

Care of Wash and Wear 

1. Wash Frequently: Wash and 
wear garments stay fresher-looking 
during wear, so there is a tendency 
to postpone ifaundering. Don’t. 
Once these fibres and finishes be- 
come heavily soiled or stained, they 
won't come clean easily. Pretreat 
stains and collar and cuff lines 
with soap or detergent before wash- 
ing. Sponge grease stains with 
dry-cleaning fluid, 

2. Watch the Items Washed To- 
gether: Some fabrics tend to pick 
up color and lint from others. Wash 
like fabrics together (put whites in 
a separate load). 

3. Do Small Loads: Crowding the 
washer causes wrinkling. (With 
hand washing, do one item at a 
time; change water frequently). 

4. Choose Correct Water Tem- 
perature: For moderate soil, cold 
water is effective and produces the 
least amount of wrinkling. For

warm water. Use any laundry 
or detergent in hot or warm water; 
a liquid detergent is good in cold 
water. Do not use chlorine bleach 
on wash and wear cottons and 
rayons, unless the garment label 
suggests it. 

6. Shorten Handling or Machine 
Agitation: It should not be neces- 
sary to wash more than five min- 
utes, If slower agitation speed is 
provided on washer, use it to reduce 
wrinkling. 

6. Rinse in Lukewarm Water: 
Add water conditioner (Calgon) to 
first rinse, unless water is already 
soft. A fabric softener (Fleecy) in 
the last rinse avoids clinging and 
harsh feeling. 

7. If No Dryer Available: Remove 
garment from final rinse, hang to 
drip-dry. With cold water washing 
or highly wrinkle-resistant gar- 
ments, a short spin or squeeze is 
possible. Never wring. Before 
dryer-drying, do spin or squeeze 
out excess water. 

8. Drip-Dry Carefully: Be sure 
to hang the garment on a non- 
rusting hanger. Shape it on the 


| hanger by smoothing seams, cuffs, 


button bands, etc. with fingers 
Hang trousers by cuffs on a spring- 
clip hanger. 

9. Don’t Overdry: Use the medi- 
um (140 to 160 degrees F.) or ‘wash 
and wear’ setting. If it ls a one- 
heat dryer and rungs quite hot, re- 
move the garments while they are 
slightly damp. When drying very 
small loads, add a few clean towels 
to help tumbling action. Remove 
the garments and place them on 
hangers immediately, or they will 
re-wrinkle, 

10. Touch Up When Necessary: 
Use a steam iron or a regular iron 
on “low” for synthetics and blends, 
“medium” for cotton, and use a 
dry press cloth when needed to 
prevent shine.

POISONOUS WEEDS: This time 
of year is when you should be on 
the look-out to make sure that your 
livestock do not eat poisonous 
weeds along with their regular diet. 
Every year we get reports of stock- 
men losing some of their cattle to 


§ these weeds, 


Again, recently, a farmer reported 
the loss of two good cows. We 
traced the loss to the fact that they 
had eaten water hemlock. It does 


not take a great deal of this to kill | 


Qn animal. Usually the plant pulls 
out of the ground fairly easily and 
both the stalk and root is eaten. 
They are both poisonous, particu- 
larly the root. 

Usually these poisonous weed 
plants grow in low-lying wet spots 
along with the grass. As cattle 
graze in these parts it is very easy 
to pick up a plant of poisonous 
weed along. with a mouth-full of 
grass. Some of the more common 
weeds are: 


Tall Larkspur, Purple Larkspur, 
Death Camas, Water Hemlock. 

To prevent loss from this source 
the wise stockman should make 
sure his animals do not have access 
to poisonous weeds. They can be 
grubbed out, fenced out or treated 
with a very strong dose of 2.4-D. 

Contrary to some opinions, 2,4-D 
is not poisonous and can be safely 
used at any time in pasture fields. 
Space does not allow us to give 
much detail of these poisonous 
weeds, but if you have a problem or 
suspect that certain plants may be 
poisonous, contact this office for 
further particulars.
